A decade ago 12 staff members handl- 
ed the teaching needs. During the past 
year 35 instructors were employed in 
the department. In a functional sense, 
this department could be appropriately 
designated “Economics, Business Ad- 
ministration, Sociology, and Secretarial 
Training.” About 70 girls are majoring 
in sociology and approximately 100 are 
taking either the two-year or the four- 
year course in secretarial training. 


Each year graduates from this de- 
partment enter aJarge number of busi- 
ness and industry lines of work. A close 
relationship is maintained with the 
Graduate Placement Office located on 
the campus. 


Three student organizations at present 
provide opportunity for professional 
contact. They are the Auburn Commerce 
Club, Delta Sigma Pi (honorary in 
business administration), and the Au- 
burn chapter of the Auxiliary of the 
Alabama Society of Certified Public

IT isn’t often. that U. S. senators are 
lavish in their praise of a work when 
they’re being asked to appropriate mo- 
ney. But two of them, from widely 
separated states, were just that on Fri- 
day, July 13, in Washington when we 
were testifying before a subcommittee 
on appropriations for funds for exten- 
sion work during the current fiscal year. 

They rated as tops in importance to 

farm people our system of research in 

agriculture and home economics and 
its spread to farm people through the 

Extension Service in each state. 

It pleased me greatly because I, as 
chairman of our legislative committee, 
had said that “there is only one thing 
that never fails when properly applied 


in farming or within a farm program. - 


It is scientific information. 


“Any individual farm plan and any — 


farm program that is not based upon 
and operated in accordance” with ade- 
quate scientific information is doomed 
to fail. The program on any farm is no 
stronger than the scientific information 
available to and used by the operator.” 

To support this statement I presented 
these facts from official records: 

(1) There has never been a shortage 
of farm products in the United States 
for normal needs. Fewer and fewer peo- 
ple on farms produce more and. more 
farm products. Only emergencies de- 
velop shortages. 3 

(2) While production has been ade- 
quate—and has increased steadily in 
of the people

(3) Farmers continue te be the bul- 
wark of the sound, constructive, and 
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During the past year, 14 students 
worked toward the master’s degree in 
economics and business administration. 
Graduate level work has been largely 
confined to such areas as accounting, 
marketing, personnel and industrial re- 
lations, economic theory, and statistics. 


“Students are urged to write theses which 


bear upon Alabama’s economic prob- 
lems. 


The teaching staff “does more than 
teach.” Articles have been published 
in professional journals during the past 
year and various members of the staff 
have participated in meetings of regional 
and national professional societies. 
Members of the instructional staff hold 
membership in 15 national and regional 
professional associations and societies. 


The department has recently become 
a repository for the ‘Small Business 
Bulletins released by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. These bulletins con- 
tain information on the setting up and- 


maintenancé of small scale business 
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operations ranging from a beauty shop 
to-a real estate and insurance brokerage 
business. The marketing division of the 
department is handling inquiries con- 
cerning this material. : 


Toward better balance 
ALABAMA is progressing toward a 
more balanced economy—a more pro- 
ductive balance between business and 
agriculture. Through this’ department 
Auburn is doing everything possible to 
contribute her share toward training 
men and women for careers in our busi- 
ness and industrial life. 

A comparison with other institu- 
tions indicates that this department is 
the largest in the 13 Southeastern 
states in the commerce field. 

In fact, on the Auburn campus the 
total number of students majoring in 
economics and business administration 
exceeds the totals for six of the insti- 
tution’s nine schools. . 


Commencing with the August, 1951, 
commencement those seniors and grad- 
uates majoring in business administra- 
tion will receive respectively the 
bachelor of science (business adminis- 
tration) and the master of science 
(business administration). This identi- 
cation of the degree is in keeping with 
the designation of other degrees earned 
on the campus.

Bullard Field passes 


WITH 1100 Auburn cadets passing in 
review before Governor Bibb Graves, 
Bullard Field was dedicated to Lieuten- 
ant General Robert Lee Bullard, ’82, 
Saturday, November 1, 1930. The review 
climaxed a busy week-end for the 
governor. Arriving Friday, he and Mrs. 
Graves were guests of A.P.I. President 
Bradford Knapp and Mrs. Knapp. 


An initiation ceremony Friday night 
(Scabbard and Blade), the review 
Saturday morning, and a_ football 
game Saturday afternoon (Wofford) 
kept the retiring governor on the go. 
During his tenure as governor he had 
maintained a high interest in the Au- 
burn cadet corps, reviewing them 
twice annually. 


Since its dedication, thousands of Au- 
burn students have drilled on Bullard 
Field. But with the college expanding 
rapidly and building space becoming 
ever scarcer school officials have long 
eyed Bullard’s empty acres. Last month 
President Draughon announced the let- 
ting of a contract for construction of 
five women’s dormitories on Bullard 
Field. 


To be built at a cost of $1,306,975, the 
new dormitory group will provide hous- 
ing for approximately 500 girls. Maxi- 
mum college facilities at present limit 
accomodations to 750. Plans call for ac- 
quisition of the Theta Chi fraternity 
house. It will be converted into a social 
center for the new group, as was the 
old president’s home when the present 
girl’s quadrangle was constructed. 


Construction will be financed by a 
bond issue approved by ‘the trustees in 
June, 1950. Dormitory fees will be used 
to retire the bonds.

“Shug’’ and his Assistants

WITHIN a month Auburn’s gridiron 
representatives, the Auburn Plainsmen, 
will unleash their fall preparations for 
the 1951 campaign. A new coaching 
staff will begin to function; and all 
memories of the disasterous 1950 season 
will be driven out of Cliff Hare Stadium. 

The new staff is headed by Auburn’s 
adopted son, Ralph Jordan, .’32, who 
came to the Plains in 1928 as a freshman 
center from his home in Selma. Since 
that sultry day in September, the sugar 
cane loving “Shug” has risen from a top- 
notch center to an assistant coach and 
now to head football coach. 

In his office nestled in the dark 
reaches on the ground floor of the 
Field House Jordan has surrounded 
himself with seven assistants who 
have played a part in his rise to fame _ 
as a head Southeastern Conference 
coach. 


As his first assistant he has Cary 
(Shot) Senn, °33, who was a teammate 
during the 1930-31 seasons. Assistant 
coaches Joel Eaves, °37, and Dick Mc- 
Gowen, °41, were coached by Jordan 
during the 1934-40 seasons, when Jack 
Meagher was head mentor. From the 
University of Georgia where he served 
as line coach, “Shug” brought assistant 
coaches Gene Lorendo, Homer Hobbs, 
and Buck Bradberry. His seventh as- 
sistant, Charlie Waller, came from De- 
catur, Georgia, where he was the state’s 
number one prep coach. 


*We’re lucky to have Jordan as our 
coach,” says Athletic Director Jeff 
Beard, ’32. “He knows the needs of Au- 
burn, the capacity of support that can 
be expected, and he knows the alumni. 
We got what we wanted, and at a good 
time. He was sought after by several 
other schools for head coaching posi- 
tions.” 


An SEC old timer 


MANY things have happened in the 
life of the smiling, curly haired coach 
to make him happy. One of the most 
important came on the morning of last 
February 26 when he was given a five- 
year contract at Auburn. It’s a day that 
will always hold a warm spot in his 
heart. 


Jordan has been playing and coach- 
ing in the SEC for 19 years. Only a 
couple of head coaches in the con- 
ference have been around longer. 


Following his freshman year at Au- 
burn, “Shug” moved up to the varsity 
squads with a bang. He southpawed 
his way through the baseball seasons,

closing his diamond career with a win 
over Florida. As abasketball star he 
earned three letters and served as cap- 
tain of the team, 

Football was his love, though. Old 
timers remember him as a 165-pound 
pivotman who could rock ’em-sock ’em 
as a defensive linebacker and snap a 
ball through a coat-hanger at 15-yards. 
Following his sterling performances, 
Jordan was elected ‘“Auburn’s Outstand- 
ing Athlete” for the seasons of 1931-32, 


Upon graduation, he was named head 
freshman coach and in 1937 was pro- 
moted to an assistant position with the 
varsity. In 1941 he went into the Army 
and remained until 1945. After his sepa- 
ration he returned to Auburn but soon 
shifted to the professional Miami Sea- 
hawks as assistant‘coach. The following 
year he joined Wally Butts at Georgia 
as head basketball coach and- football 
assistant. Later he was promoted to line 
coach, a position he held until the Au- 
burn job came up. 


Some are “home folks” 


MANY things were considered when he 
began adding his Auburn. assistants. 
Jordan gave much thought to the candi- 
date’s background, willingness to work 
hard, and ability to produce. Finally, he 
had to have complete confidence in the 
men he named. 


“Shot” Senn was his first appoint- 
ment. He’d been coaching at the Plains 
for five years, was thoroughly depend- 
able, and met all qualifications for a 
head line-coaching job. Senn’s back- 
ground went back to 1932 when he was 
a regular end on one of the finest foot- 
ball teams in Auburn history. This team 
was unbeaten and won the Southern 
Intercollegiate Conferénce champion- 
ship (the Southeastern Conference 
wasn’t organized until 1933). 


He is rated one of Auburn’s greatest 
blockers and can still demonstrate his 
ability at a ripe age. Kidded continually 
about being the oldest man on the 
coaching staff, Senn takes it in stride. 
As the oldest, he’s only 41. 


Pesky off the field, he reverts to a 
football scholar on the field and wears 
himself down to exhaustion. His suc- 
cess can be attributed in part to his 
ability to gain the confidence of the 
linemen. Though he’d deny being a 
psychologist, Senn can understand, 
much of a player’s attitude toward 
football just by looking into his eyes.

of Dick McGowen and Joel Eaves, the 
day of the Senn appointment, Both had 
graduated from Auburn and were on 
the previous coaching staff. 


McGowen was named baseball coach 
and head freshman coach. He had pre- 
viously worked as a backfield assistant 
and part-time scout. Alumni remember 
him for his magie foot during the 1938- 
40 seasons when he lead the nation with 
a 43.3 yard punting average. In 1940 
he was voted a berth on the All-South- 
eastern team. He excelled as an offen- 
sive and defensive tailback and served 
as captain of the team. 


He joined the staff in 1948, returning 
to Auburn from a coaching job at Eu- 
faula. Five years of military service 
before Eufaula. took. none of. the. fire 
out of Dynamite Dick.. Today he can 
boot the ball with the best of them and 
he spends an hour a day working with 
the punters. His. work, with. his. younger 
brother, Jim, paid dividends last year. 
The younger McGowen ranked among 
the national leaders at the end of the 
season. Dick’s 1951 baseball team won 14 
games and lost 11. 


Eaves’ playing days go back further 
than: MeGowen’s. He? was a “freshman 
during Jordan’s first year as frosh 
couch? Hisearly ‘career is’ véry -Similar 
to Jordan’s. A three-sport star, he 
served as basketball captain during the 
1936-37 season. 


His 1937 baseball team was the 
Southeastern Conference Champions, 
and he climaxed his senior year by 
being named to an end position on the 
All-Southeastern Conference football 
team.

FOR 13 years Bill Hurst, ’08, has been 
the main force behind the annual Ala- 
bama-Auburn barbecue.

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From pblacka To Tecland 


BACK in 1940 when the United States 
was getting its defense program under 
way George V. Egge, ‘32, was one of 
the many thousands of reservists the 
Army summoned: to active duty. Be- 
foreshis call in July of that year he was 
employed by the Lykes Brothers Steam 
Ship Company in New Orleans as import 
cargo manager. Five years later the war 
was over and Egge had decided to make 
the Army his career. 

Today Lt. Col. Egge is logistics offi- 
cer (J-4) of the Iceland Defense Force. 
Since he went on active duty more than 
ten years ago Col. Egge has served in 
almost every clime, from extremely hot 
to extremely cold. His regiment was 
sent in April, 1942, to the Yukon Terri- 


tory, Canada, to start work on the 
Alaskan Highway. 

Col. Egge still thinks that the living 
conditions there were just about. the 
roughest anywhere. He and his men 
lived in tents, and every week they had 
to break camp to keep up with construc- 
tion activity. The Yukon winter caught 
them still in tents, on bare ground, with 
temperatures ranging from a “high” of 
20 below zero to 65 below. 

Nor did their next assignment offer 
any relief. They were sent to Adak in 
the Aleutians, where conditions were 
just about the same as in the Yukon. 

Then, from the icy Aleutians, Col. 
Egge was transferred to the jungles of 
New Guinea. There he assumed com- 


mand of the 1873rd Engineer Aviation - 
Battalion. After a while, orders came to 
move.the entire outfit to the Ryukus. 
They were to build airstrips for use in 
the planned assault on the mainland of 
Japan. 


When the war ended, Col. Egge re- - 
turned to the states and in 1945 was 
assigned to the Flying Training Com- 
mand for three years. In 1949 he was 
ordered to the Armed Forces Staff Col- 
lege in Norfolk, Virginia. Upon com- 
pletion of his studies there he was as- 
signed to headquarters of the Air Force 
with the Manpower and Organizational 


Division. Col. Egge was intégrated into 
the Regular Air Force in 1947.

HISTORICALLY speaking, the year 
1911 may not have been among the 
century’s more productive years. In 
retrospect, however, there were two 
events during 1911 that may claim the 
attention of Auburn alumni _ today. 
Though widely separated 40 years ago, 
they set in motion a chain of events that 
have finally crossed, met and merged. 

At. Boston, Massachusetts, in 1911 a 
group of telephone workers met and 
formed the Telephone* Pioneers of 
America. Down in Alabama, Hal S. 
Dumas received his bachelor’s degree 
from Auburn and went to work with 
Southern Bell. 

Today, Mr. Dumas is president of the 
Pioneer’s group. Incidentally, he’s also 


‘past president of Southern Bell. 


Membership in the Pioneers is com- 
posed of employees of the telephone in- 
dustry who have 21 years or more of 
service. Mr. Dumas succeeded Frederick 
Johnson, president of the Bell Telephone 
Company in Canada, in the office last 
July 1. The election was conducted by 
mail among the 160,000 members 
throughout the United States and Cana- 
da. In mid-July Mr. Dumas accepted 
another high position. 

Resigning as president of Southern 
Bell, he became executive vice president 
and member of the board of directors of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company with headquarters in New

York. He assumed his new duties im-) 
mediately.
